Jackont, who as a youth had writ- 
tena bit for Ma'ariv Lano'ar and the 
university students rag, completed 
Borrowed Time in six months, shut- 
ting himself away in a room, “hardly 
seeing anyone. My marriage 
couldn't sustain it. Now, if I didn’t 
write, I'd just die. Since writing that 
first page, I know that I just love to 
write. But I don't write enough to 
live on.” 

He writes occasional pieces and 
reviews for Koterei Rasfit and Ha'ir 
{Tel Aviv's main local newspaper), 
and is well into his third book, 
“which is completely different from 
the first two. It's also a thriller, with 
spies. But it's written from an ado- 
lescent’s perspective -- the son of an 
Israeli agent in the U.S. I am doing 
everything now not to write a third 
book of the same style as the first 
two. No more lonely man longing 
for exotic love.” 

When not writing, Jackont works 

. in the family's insurance agency/ 
brokerage. He had studied law at 


. university but dropped out. “Had I - 


been a lawyer, I wouldn’t have writ- 
fen a word.

MAURICE BAJART, the famous 
choreographer-direetar of the 
Twentieth Century Ballet, could nat 
come for the scheduled press confer- 
ence in Tel Aviv last Fridiy, but he 
Sent someone prettier - Gravina Ga- 
fante, at leading dancer of his compa- 
ny of 58, 

There were reasons. First, his 
dectors had forbidden bim to travel 
just now. Secondiy, Galante will be 
coming here to dance the role of 
Leah in his about-to-be-created 
work, Dibouk (French for Dyvbbuk) 
that will have its world premiere 
during the Jerusulem Israel Festival 
in May. 

Surely nobody looks more like (he 
Leah as played by Hfinna Rovina 
when she appeared in the Habimuh 
production of Ansky's play. Surely 
no dance event will be more impor- 
tant than the visit by the Béjart 
Ballet Luusanne, as the company ix 
now called. 

* At the press conference at Beit 
Sokotow, sponsored by the Bat-Dor 
company, Galante, now 24, told 
how Héjart had seen her at the Aca- 
demia Nationale in Rome and invil- 
ed her ta come to his “Mudra™ 
sehool, ar there, she was 
taken into his company in 1980 and 
has danced principal roles, some 

specially crented with her in mind, 

She said she was glad to come to 
Israel, because she hud heen reading 
The Dybbuk in French, and also 
abuut Jewish mysticism. “wanted 
to know everything. It is impurtant 
for my role,” she said, “But sceing 
is better thin reading.” 

The day before the conference 
she had been taken to Jerusalem, 
visited Men She‘arim and the West- 
erm Wall, and watctied a 1937 Polish 
film of The Dybbuk at the Cinema- 
theque (to be shown there on Febru- 
ary 9).

With Galante had come Philippe 
Braunschweig, president of the Bé- 
jart Ballet Lausanne Foundation. 
Asked why Béjart had moved from 
Brussels to Lausanne, he explained 
that one day Béjart had telephoned 
bim and said, “I want to leave Brus- 
sels. Please-help me.” 

The administration had changed 
and apparently the new one 
“couldn’t accept Beéjart’s genius." 

As they were old friends, he set 
about helping.

Indeed, they were exceptional by 
any standards. One was part of 
the second movement of Robert 
North's Death and the Maiden (mu- 
sic: Schubert's Quartet Na. 14). 
This was not a premiere, but is note- 
worthy here because it offered such 
strong contrast to the David Parsons 
premiere, Walk This Way (music: 
excerpts from Tchaikovsky's Sym- 
phony No. 2) on the same 
programme. 

North's work was set in the con- 
text of society. A group of dancers 
moved around the doomed girl, 
hardly aware of her isolated struggle 
against death, except for one moth- 
er-figure. Death was not a frighten- 


ing but a relentless figure and the 
dance projected a controlled tension 
that never spilled into sentimental- 
ity. This was a performance worth 


_ Seeing again and again for the sub- 


tlety with which North has matched 
the movement to the contours of the 
music, without mere imitation. 

The Parsons duet was a delightful- 
ly difficult plece of high comedy. 
The first crashing Tchaikovsky 
chords immediately indicated that it 
was guing to be fun, and the costum- 
ing (by Jucly Wirkula) that it was a 
period piece. Even without other 
Gancers, it, too, suggested a social 
milieu. 

A young man (Dvir) and a young 
woman (Sheer), obviously in search 
of romance, passed euch other fre-’ 
quently in their skittish, skittering 
Progress, but remained unaware of 
each other until they crashed and 
screamed. Thereafter, they devel- 
Oped an crogenous antagonism, un- 
til finally they recognized their need

Theirs? No, another couple 
Caught apparently in flagranie and 
flashing across the stage while the 
elegant’ pair acknowledged: each 


other in their polite way. 

This second part (after the 
scream) could have been more 
“fincly tuned” (a Parsons phrase) 
but it was ironically amusing none- 
theless, Parsons achieved a sexy re- 
finement, neither silly nor salacious. 

Nir Ben-Gal, in his Misleading 
Moments (music: Wim Martins) 
seemed to aim at cruder comedy. Of 
course, in this day and age, a woman 
lifting her skirt or # man dropping 
his trousers has no shock value. So 
the choreographer went on to have a 
group of people repeatedly smelling 
their own armpits, Only the rumbus- 
tious trio by three raffish-looking 
women had a healthy effect -- and, 
as in a previous performance, saved 
the work. 

In the last work on the pro- 
gramme, Parsons's “world pre- 
miere” of Linton (music: David Lin- 
ton) proved to be a pleasure-giving 
exercise of motion fertile in happy 


Patterns, with a smiling animation 


that was deceptively easy. 


AFTER A 10-year absence from her 
native city, Esther Amrad-Dagan 
gave a lecture-demonstration last 
week on Dance in Africa at the Je- 
rusalem Rubin Academy Dance De- 
partment, Before leaving Israel, she 
taught at Tel Aviv University. She is 
an authority on African arts and has 
travelled, researched and studied 
widely — and written two books: Af- 
rican Stools and Woodcarving in 
Burkino Faso (Upper Volta). 

In 1966, Amrad-Dagan, who now 
lives in Montreal, attended the first 
world festival of “Negru Arts” in 
Dakar and made a film of 13 of the 
dances that came from 28 African 


countries. This was shown after her 
talk, during which she illustrated the 
basic characteristics of African 
dance movement, shared by many 
countries. She explained that some 
movements were assoviated with the 
way African women stand in giving 
birth, others related to field work 
and others still to throwing or 
thrusting weapons in war. 

“Energy spread," she suid, gave 
the dances their dynamics and their 
acrobatics, Focal points were at 
shoulders and hips. Agitation of 
knees were a distinctive movement. 
Yet there were steps and stances 
that resembled classical dance, and 
some routines — like swinging bodies 
around -- have gone into modern 
dance, though they seemed far be- 
yond the stamina of Western 
dancers, 

She pointed out that there were 
tribes that circumcized the boys and 
had words that resemble Hebrew in 
their vocabulary. There were others 
where Moslem influence is 
predominant. 

Most of the dances, said Amrad- 
Dagan, are “dances of joy” and all 
are learned from childhood. Moth- 
ers often dance with babies on their 
backs. Anda saying among Africans 
is, “Not to dance is to be dead."

Cinema 


THIS MAY be just an accident, part 
of the mysterious methods of film 
distribution in Israel, but the fact is 
that only a week after Hamburger 
Hill, it’s back to Vietnam again - 
this time for the new Francis Cup- 
pola film, Gardens of Stone. 

Coppola is a prestigious name. 
Among Hollywood directors he is 
considered a master, one worth fol- 
Jowing and analysing. He made the 
first important film about Vietnam, 
Apocalypse Now, and his return to 
the same theme, 10 years liner, 
should be an event. 

Now that the war is sufficiently far 
in the past for us to deal calmly with 
it, and its lessons have heen thor- 
cughly learnt, someone of Coppo- 
la's standing is expected to go one 
step further, beyond the many cop- 
outs of the last few years. Kubrick 
did it in Fadl Metal Jacket, so it cam 
be done. 

Granted, this film is different. It is 
about Vietnam but it never goes 
there. 11 takes place several thou- 
sand miles away, the war being a 
distant but ever-present threat for 
vach of the characters. It is the late 
Sixties, τι time when the sense that 
this was a mistaken war hadn't yet 
heeome general, allowing the char- 
acters to waver in their attitudes and 
Temain plausible. 

All the action takes place in 
Washington, centred around the 
Arlington National Cemetery, the 
burial place for the nation's heroes. 
The plot involves the soldiers of the 
Old Guard, the elite unit detailed to 
perform the military funerals. 

Clell Hazard is an old-timer, a 
tough and hardened sergeant in the 
Old Guard with four years’ experi- 
ence in Vietnam. He wouldn't go 
back for the world, but feels he is 
wasting his time parading around 
graves, when he could be instructing 
Tecruits how to survive Vietnam and 
stand a chance of coming back alive. 

Clell has sacrificed everything for 
the army. It has always been closer 
to his heart than his wife and child 
who have left him, or even himself. 
As a soldier, he has been trained 
Never to ask questions, to accept 
orders and carry them out, whatever 
his opinion. He knows Vietnam is 
pure hell, he realizes the Americans 
shouldn't be there at all. “It's not 
even a war,” he says. “There is 
nothing to win and no way to win 
it.” And yet, it never enters his 
mind that all the demonstrations 
and attacks on the government 
might be justified. The army should 
be respected for selflessly sacrificing 
itself and Clell rejects any criticism: 
of the war. for fear it might imply a 
Criticism of those who fight it. 


THE STORY is told using flash- 
backs, and as the Old Guard is bury- 
ing one more Vietnam victim. This, 
ver, is a special victim - a 
young man who had served recently 
with the Guard. An “army brat,” 
father had fought in Korea with

Sgt. Hazard and had asked his for- 
mer comrade to keep an eye on his 
son. This Clell did, by bringing him 
to Washington. 

The son, Jackie, who is unaware 
of his father's plea, isn’t too happy 
with the arrangement. He is raring 
to go, and convinced that the only 
place for an infantryman to be dur- 
ing a war is the front. He can’t wait 
to go to Vietnam and confront, once 
and for all, the enemies he doesn't 
even know. 


It is up to Clell Hazard to dampen 
such enthusiasm in Jackie who is a 
younger version of himself. After 
all, both believe their only possible 
home is the army — Clell has already 
proven so -- and Jackie warns his 
future bride that he is capable of 
doing the same. Both men are in 
love with the infantry, the only place 
in the army where war is at its most 
personal in terms of confrontation. 

The only thing Clell has learned 
that his younger counterpart hasn't, 
is that one can no longer claim alle- 
giance to the nation. That is too 
much of a generalization since the 
nation includes some dubious politi- 
cians. It is perfectly safe, however, 
to owe one’s allegiance to the Army 
and to believe it is worth dying for it.

The danger of this cuncept. pre- 
sented in aclumsier version in Ham- 
burger Hill, is the principle that na- 
tion and army are separate. What 
Clell suggests is that it is aceeptable 
to bury your head in the sand and 
stick to the belief that as long as the 
army fights clean, it duesn’t matter 
where or why. 

There are several objectionable 
conclusions to this theory. It as- 
sumes that man has heen born to 
fight: Since destruction and war 
are unavoidable, the only thing to 
do is to make sure it is all done in a 
decent manner. There is no crime in 
war, the crime is in not teaching 
your men to do it the right way. This 
attitude implies that war is ἃ man- 
ageable activity, that certain moral 
standards can be maintained, and 
that once these are respected, war 
itself is legitimate. 


THIS KIND of film tends to dissoci- 
ate war from those who initiated it: 
it absolves them from taking a stand 
on matters beyond those concerning 
their relatives and friends. 

How else can you undertand a 
man who lives in Washington, daily 
accompanies his comrades on their 
last journey, comprehends the ab- 
surdity of these deaths and yet ac- 


cepts the situation, feeling personally 
insulted when the war is criticized, 
and dreaming of teaching those go- 
ing into buttle bow to de it better, 
The Hebrew term for these people is 
rosh Aatan. Coppola is pussibfy right 
fo deal with this sort of person, but | 
Jouht if he’s cight in trying to make 
one ahero. 

What's more objectionable iy che 
fact that Coppola. being a superb 
ceaftsmiin, manages to couvey his 
philosophy via a story that is moving 
because he Knows how to treat char- 
in excellent actors’ direc- 
tor and has a very good cust. 

James Caan is sensitive, intelli- 
gent and persuasive as Clell Hazard. 
He is the kind of sergeant who does 
Not scream at or humiliate his men 
and who keeps his book shelves 
stacked with high-brow siuff you 
wouldn't associate with any kind of 
military uniform. 

James Earl Jones, as Sergeant- 
Major Goody Nelson, Hazard’s best 
friend, is marvellous, combining cal- 
lousness with sensitivity; he is sure 
to run for a supporting Oscar. 

Anjelica Huston has an impossi- 
ble part, a Washington Post reporter 
who falls for Hazard: it’s impossible 
because the script doesn’t really lay 
the necessary foundations for this 
arbitrary relationship. Yet, she 
manages to be likeable, just like D. 
B. Sweeny as young Jackie, who's 
stubborn, respectful and deter- 
mined enough to get his way. no 
matter how. 


AT FIRST glance, this coukl look 
like an innocent father-son story 
(with Hazard replacing Jackie's real 
father), running parallel with the 
love story of two opposites whe 
meet by accident. 

The trouble ws that both these κίον 
ries depend on their relationship to 
the Vietnam War, making it impo- 
ssibke to ignure the overall image, 
without falling victim to the rev 
katen syndrome Coppola himself is 
guilty of. 

One more thing; with all due ad- 
mirution for Coppola's professional 
standing. he goes for the most obvi- 
ous solutions in this film, relying on 
army rituals for exciting visuals. 
Furthermore, shen he tackles per- 
sonal confrontations, he uses tradi- 
tional shot-countershot techniques 
and cliches of average Hollywood 


-drama standards -- simply not good 


enough for someone like Coppola. 

More troublesome, considering 
that Coppola is first of all a seript- 
writer, is the predictable way the 
story unfolds, particularly in the last 
quarter of an hour when both plot 
and eg by are downright embar- 
rassing. The scene where Caan and 
Huston ‘earn of Jackie's death is so 
clumsy and hackneyed that even 
such talented actors can't help look- 
ing awkward. Again, not the usual 
Coppola standards.

Getting to work 


“WORKSHOPS WANTED.” the 
words that headed this column a 
year ago, were a cry from the heart 
of a browned-off, almost burnt-out 
critic. They concemed the state of 
the new Hebrew play, asking un- 
comfortable questions like, how 
come it is so half-baked, under-dis- 
ciplined, undcr-crafted, and why 
does no one do a thing to remedy 
the rot? Now, after over a year of 
carping about this stili-struggling 
genre, a resounding reaction has 
been forthcoming from two very dif- 
ferent quarters. The first was Hama- 
haze Hamekori (indigenous drama) 
Festival at Hobimah, Free-flowing, 
free Ice-cream apart, it coukl hardly 
be classed festive. While it did, at 
least, acknowledge the needs, it did 
little for the local play other than to 
emphasise the urgency of its further 
romotion. The revival of Hanoch 
evin's Neurei Vardele (Vardele's 
Youth) at Neve: Tzedek and Hillel 
Mittelpunkt's Mei Tehom (Ground 
Water) at the Khan only served to 
accentuate hew far the achicve- 
ments of the present fall from those 
of the past.

The object of the exercise Is to bene- 
fit fom expert feedback as well as to 
rovide a flexible framework for 
irther, revised try-outs. 
At a later stage, the plays will be 
erformed in guest workshops, 
hosting well-known foreign theatre 
personalities. The British Council, 
which is supporting the project, 
hopes to bring British theatre per- 
sonalitics to participate in this phase 
of the programme, A third stage, 
geared to promising playwrights 
who have not yet had a play per- 
formed, is still in the planning.

Schnabel does not have a stytc, 
but he exudes a bold confidence that 
seems to say: "1 am Schnabel, I can 
do anything [ like, anyway I like and 
get away with it.” For the most part, 
he does. 

He does have a trademark or two, 
however. He is fanious for painting 
on exotic surfaces like velvet or on 
scores of broken plates and saucers 
attached to painted wooden pancls 
with Bondo, the latter device a gim- 
mick that provides instant surface 
interest and equally instant recogni- 
tion. He is also famous for having 


got rich very quick and his calm, 
well-fed face is familiar to millions 
in o land where nothing succeeds 


like success, particularly financial 
success. Further, with Wall Street 
no longer a synonym for affluence, . 
the ability to constantly manufac: | 
ture one's own money is universally 
admired as something magical akin 
to alchemy. In this respect at least, 
Schnabel has assumed the mantic of 
Picasso. 
Schnabel may not be a great 
painter, but he is an arresting one 
who rarely repeats himself, His me- 
teoric 12-year career (he has been 
minent since 1980) may have 
cen partly due to his having been 
taken up ut a time when New York 
dealers and art writers were begin- 
ning to despair of finding something 
new to sell, Schnabel is thus also 4 
child of hype, who fortuitously flung 
his crockery into the vacuum at pre- 
cisely the right moment.

been characterized by bigger and 
bigger paintings, as young hopefuls 
scream loudly for attention. 

The 10 Schnabels on view here 
are not his best work, but are very 
representative; some were done in 
1987. The grounds and media are as 
varied as the subjects and composi- 
tions. The crockery paintings on 
wood are the earliest. ‘“‘The 
Raft,” 1982, with plates stuck to 
huge panels, features a simple geo- 
metrical shape with 3 leafless sapling 
emerging from one corner. Even 
more Germanically mystical is 
“King of the Wood,” 1984, with a 
cunningly bolted-on casting of 


- Spruce roots cmerging like antlers 


from the hieratic crowned figure 
barely discernible among the welter 
of plates on which it is crudely paint- 
ed in oils, dead-centre. Another 
plate-painting from the same peri- 
od, “Red Sky,” contains an enig- 
matic figure rawn in dark outlines 
thal appears to be micturating on an 
easel, the artist making a virtuc of 
the awkwardness of stance and 
composition. 

6 Rocket's Red Glare in Para- 
dise,”’ also from 1984, is a break with 
the plates, being painted on magen- 
ta-coloured velvet and depicting two 
rudimentary male nudes, one a 
paunchy white man with a surpris- 
Ingly recognisable face, the other a 
cypher for a leaner black one, both 
being rendered in oil and modelling 
paste with sickly lurid tones of pig- 
ment larded with gold paint. Much 
of the effect derives from the un- 
earthly lighting due to the strong 
tonal contrast of rich, light hues on 
the dark magenta background, the 
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very light on very dark being charac- 
teristic, in one way or the other, of 
much of Schnabel’s recent work. 
The title no doubt refers to the Civil 
War, but, even, naked in Paradise, 
white and black remain segregated 
and isolated from each other. 
Schnabel pulls the composition to- 
gether with a few linear devices that 
barely rise above the decorative, but 
this is one of his most compelling 
paintings. 

“Indecipherable Narfatives,”” 
1986, has two picture planes: bits of 
see-through surrealist bovine im- 
ages are painted with oils over 8 
very flat and matte tempera back- 
ground landscape rendered on mus- 
lin, which has the look and feel of a 
stage backdrop, as does some of the 
over-painting. Tricks of backdrop 
painting in the form of crudely bold 
shadowing and highlighting lend 
volume and lighting to the over- 
painted elements of “Rebirth 11,” 
1986, in which Schnabel, again 
using oil over tempera, creates more 
flat multi-plane effects. This work is 
hung upstairs in the main entrance 
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position and the addition of a large 
white splashy shape, though the lat- 
ter also sports the actual heraldic 
banner. Another work from last 
year, again rendered in light colours 
and modelling paste on the dark ma- 
genta velvet, but this time quite ab- 
stract, is rather opportunistically en- 
tiled “Platoon”. It could equally 
well have been named “Guemica”; 
it anyway evokes something of a 
ceramic by Picasso. 


Interestingly enough, Schnabel 


requested that the catalogue be 
printed in black and white; perhaps 
he thinks that his work is more read- 
able that way; the “King of the 
Wood,” for instance, is certainly 
easier to decipher in monochrome. 
Incidentally, the Hebrew-English 
catalogue (like the show, courtesy of 


. the Pace Gallery, New York) has 


lobby, next to the biggest and. 


strangest work in the show, “Apa- 
thy,” 1986, which is painted, or 
rather drawn, with white vinyl paint 


on a near-black tarpaulin over eight - 


metres wide; it depicts what looks 
like a Yemenite centaur emerging 
from a chrysalis. 

Two of Schnabel’s most recent 
works, made last year, consist chief- 
ly of huge white letters on near- 
black backgrounds with texts that 
form the titles; “The Teddy Bears 


. Picnic” and “La Macule”; each re- 


lies on a graphically interesting com-_ 
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been given a handsome and inge- 
nious double-ended concertina de- 
sign (by Zivit Nevo) but its text is a 
cop-out: apart from a very brief in- 
troduction by curator Suzanne Lan- 
dau, the English version of which 
leaves something to be desired, 
there is only a somewhat wooden 
interview with the artist reprinted 
from “Flash Art”. The museum has 


not done well by Schnabel in anoth-. 


er way either: the huge Goldman- 
Schwartz lower entrance foyer, 
which we were promised would nev- 
er again be used for exhibitions and 
which is slated to become the muse- 
um's shop, has not been recarpeted; 
the naked floor adds to the depress- 
ing barn-like atmosphere. Still, this 


is a great opportunity to see some. 
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IN HEBREW there is only one 
word -- shir — for the two English 
words “poem” and “song,” which 
makes conversation in Hebrew with 
songwriter/poet Astar Shamir some- 
what confusing. When we switched 
to English, it ail became much 
simpler. 

Unlike other performers, Shamir 
sings only her own songs. “When I 
began 10 years ago I was the only 
song-writing girl in Israel. Today 
many singers have become song- 
writers too.”” 

For Astar, song-writing and writ- 
ing poetry are things she has to do 
because she feels so strongly about 
certain things. They are protests -- 
about the country, about women's 
role in society, about herself, about 
love, 

With several volumes of poetry 
and three records, the latest being 
Ad Hasof (All the way) which had a 
modest success, 1 wondered if the 
poems were interchangeable with 
the songs, Did she take a poem and 
set it to music? 

“No. Poems can be less direct. 
When you have music you have to

say things very straight, you have to 
be blunt so listeners will grasp the 
message immediately, With a poem 
the reader can go back, read it 
again. With a song, you have to 
consider other factors like the melo- 
dy and the arrangement. With poet- 
ry you can be more delicate, more 
mysterious, But the subjects are 
interchangeable,” 

Still, the lyrics of some of her 
songs are poetic enough to qualify 
for the title “poem.” Incidentally, 
one wonders how on earth Hebrew 
writers get that difference across.) 
Take these lines from Hahek Oti 
(Embrace me): 

“We are children of the same 
wind 

Leaves from the same branch 

Rays from the same sun." 

Since she knows the songs reach a 
wider audience than the poems, she 
writes songs that make a statement, 
whether about the country as in 


“We're all in the same boat" and 
“Black spot” or about the man/ 
woman relationship as in “All the 
way.” “'Mid-September” which she 
wrote for Gali Atari was inspired, 
she says, by Sabra and Shatilla.

EVERY BRIDGE PLAYER 
dreams of the day when he can “see 
through the backs uf the cards" -- 
read the opposing hands with an 
accuracy that’s almost frightening. 
On a day like that, finesses invari- 
ably work. But you du not need 
them: You can execute, in rapid suc- 
cession, a series of squeezes, end 
plays and other coups that will turn 
the Italian Blue Team green with 
envy. 
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Second sight 


Today's deal, from a local dupli- 
cate, did ΠΟΙ come on such a day. 
But it contains a series of the kind of 
tight decisions a “hot" declarer 
might make. Or, if you prefer, some 
very ‘accurate card-rending. ὁ 
THE BIDDING was simple, mun- 
dane. South, opening S-card ma- 
jors, started proceedings with a 
(better minor) call of one diamond, 
raised to two diamonds by North. 
South then jumped to three πὸ- 
trump, and all pissed. 

The lead at our table ~ and at 
most others — was a small spade. 
(With two re-entries, why not ge for 
“fuurth from your longest and 
slrongest?”) ΠΕ could have been 
from four to the 10, or four to te 
queen. But declarer made his first 
good guess by rising with the jack, 
which held. 

That, and the low lead from 


West, seemed to confirm that the 
pag and two others remained in 
that hand, and that East might have 
been deall the doubleton. At least 
declarer was convinced that was the 
case, calling for the diamond jack 
from dummy as he muttered some- 
thing ubout “symmetry” under his 
breath. 

East played low, and declarer let 
the jack ride. He was not trying 
some new kind of finesse, but fol- 
lowing his own version of Oswald 
Jacoby's famous “Rule of Symme- 
try.” If East had the projected 
doubleton spade 10, perhaps West 
had the symmetrically doubleton 10 
of diamonds. In that case, the jack 
(covered or nol), would smother the 
doubleton 10, and bring the suit 
home without a loser. 

The juck won, and the two top 
diumonds were cased forthwith. 


With the suit established, declarer 
played off the two top hearts in 
dummy, and cashed the last two dia- 
mounds. As he did so, West. who 
could not spare a spade, was in 
some difficulty. Fle discarded a 
heart and a club on the third and 
fourth diamonds, und another club 
on the fifth diamond. 

Now a spade to the king put de- 
clarer in hand (East following with 
the 10, to confirm the original pic- 
ture of the distribution in that suit). 
South now had 11 tricks in the bag, a 
good score. But he considered 
whether he should shoot for 12 
tricks, an absolute top score in this 
Match Point scoring. He could do so 
if West, in addition to two remain- 
ing spades, had the club ace and a 
heart, or indeed, the club ace and 
another card. In that case, the heart 
king would strip away West's card of 
exit, and he could be put into the 
lead with the (singleton) club ace, 
and forced to lead away from the 
queen of spades into declarer's ace- 
nine. 


Tn any event, the king of hearts 
had to come next. West stopped to 
think for a full minute; when he 
came out of his trance, he discarded 
the ace of clubs. 

Now South knew almost every- 
thing he needed to know ubout the 
deal. West was dealt a 4-3-2-4 distri- 


bution, with four spades to the. 


queen and four clubs to the ace. He 
had left two spades and a club, 
which might be the king. 

If it were the former, East had the 
king and two good hearts, and 
would take the rest of the tricks, 
That would allow South to make 
one overtrick, a decent but not spec- 
tacular score. If his club was the 
king, he would be end-played, and 
South would get a great score. 

South, who was justifiably proud 
of the way he'd played the hand, 
decided to go for the spectacle, He 
led a club, end-played West, and 
collected his top. It’s a good exam:

ing the right guesses -- in short, see- 
ing through the backs of cards, 0

IN A TWO gallery exhibit, Yedid 
Rubin shows lyrically painted rural 
landscapes that contain images hint- 
ing at agrarian settings. Tree lines, 
furrowed fields, tractors, harvesters 
and the ubiquitous gabled farm- 
house are all flattened and scumbled 
to fit the particular “aura” of Ru- 
bin's paintings.

EXAMINING ONE'S navel may 
prove fruitful.

ANGEL HEART - The latest in director 
Alan Parker's manipulative experiments, 
this starts as a typical detective story and 
ends on a mystical Faustian note. [{ is

When he arrived, he had high 
hopes of attending university, but 
these were soon clouded by the im- 
mediate need to survive. 

At first he went to work at the 
Neptune Hotel in Eilat. Then he 
went to Kibbutz Negba in the Ne- 
gev, where he worked and polished 
his Hebrew. : 

After studying at the kibbutz ul- 
pan, Ya’acov again sought to finish 
high school. “No one was helping 
me,” he recalled of those days. 

Ultimately, he found a technical 
schoo! for electricians in Ashkelon; 
but here was stymied again, because 
he had no Israeli identity papers. 

The school authorities managed 
to find their way around that regula- 
tion and Ya‘acov began his studies. 
After studying for a year and a half, 
he was ready to begin working, 
though he still needed those elusive 

ne When Ι wanted u feudal zehut, 

they said, ‘You have to goto # rabbi 
and study and convert,’ ἡ he re- 
culled bitterly. “It shook me. It still 
shakes me today. I had just strug- 
gled to leave Ethiopia. 


In the end, he had to go to a 
rabbi, take a mikve bath and show 
that he was circumcised. 

“It is a big pain," he said of the 
experience. 

Afterwards, he continued his up- 
ward climb: four years in the [DF, a 
stint where he worked and went to 
night school, always advancing. 

Today, the 33-year-old Ya'acov, a 
handsome man with almond-col- 
oured skin and hair that frames his 
face with raven ringlets, lives in Lad 
with his wife and two daughters. He 
works for Israel Aircraft Industries, 
where last year he won a prestigious 
national productivity award, 

Two years ago, Yu'acov's father 
followed in his son's footsteps, giv- 
ing up his house und servants. 

“He's in a mercaz Klite with one- 
und-a-half rooms," he said. 

Although his Immediate fam- 
ily is reunited, however, Yu'acov 
has not forgotten the others, the 
thousands (estimates range From 
7,40 to 17,000) left behind. 

He now lobbies the Israeli pov- 
ernment to find a way to reunite the 
people of Beta Yisrael. While he 
downplayéd the threat of an im- 
pending famine to the areas where 
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Ethiopian Jews live, he explained 
that other factors put them in 
jeopardy. 

“The Jewish people didn’t leave 
Ethiopia because of hunger,” he 
said. "Even now there’s no problem 
because of the drought.” 

But the resettlement programme 
of the doctrinaire Communist re- 
gime of President Mengistu Haile 
Mariam is moving the Ethiopian 
Jews out of their villages and into 
collective farms. The Jews, who as 
the term Falashas might suggest, 
keep their distance from the largely 
Christian pepulation surrounding 
them, report that their carefully- 
preserved religious customs are he- 
ing tom asunder, 

“EF you said: ‘Come to Israel ta- 
day," everyone would come here,” 
said Ya'acov. 


“WHEN L RECEIVE letters from 
my parents, [ ery," said Avraham 
Bayaynuh, “My problen is living 
without my family.

aling an isolated incident in such a 
way as to frighten the public against 
all imported fish. The company is 
demanding NIS 150,000 damages 
from the city. 

The case of the rotten fish 
brought to my altention the entire 
subject of fish consumption in [sracl 
- fresh versus frozen, inspection 
procedures, nutritional aspects, 
prices and cooking methods. 


ONE THING seems clear: No one 
should be put off fish-eating by the 
bad press received by a single ship- 
ment of a single type of frozen fish. 
Both the Health Ministry und the 
importer assure me that it was a type 
of fish intended for industrial pro- 
cessing and not something headed 
for the direct consumer market. 

Generally speaking, health in- 
spection of frozen fish arriving in 
this country is among the best in the 
world, perhaps even the strictest. 
And the nutritional benefits of eat- 
ing fish are widely- proclaimed 
today. 

On the economic scene, the issue 
is cloudier. Some imported frozen 
fish are among the cheapest forms of 
protein we can consume, while some 
varieties of fresh fish make a meal 
costlier than a choice cut of beef. 

When it comes to preparing fish, 
most Israelis would rather not. 
Many of us, myself included, would 
leave the job entirely to restaurants 
if we could afford to. Whether the 
excuse is lack of know-how or un- 
willingness to “smell up the house,” 
there is a tremendous resistance to 
fish cookery, even by people who 
adore eating the stuff. 


PER CAPITA, we Israelis eat about 
a kilo of fish per month. The total 
fish consumption of the country is 
some 50,000 tons a year. This takes 
in all conceivable forms of fish, in- 
cluding those imported in cans; local 
fresh fish whether caught or pond- 
raised; the hauls of distant-water 
fishing by Israeli vessels; and truly 
imported frozen fish, whether whole 
or filleted. Export of fish from Israel 
is marginal, only about 600 tons a 
year, the bulk being St. Peter's fish 
sold to the U.S. and Europe. 

An increase in fish consumption 
should be encouraged, says nutri- 
tionist Tsila Dvir, head of the home 
economics department of the Agri- 
culture Ministry. (The ministry is 
responsible for fish cultivation and 
for all local fishery.) Fish of all sorts 
is an excellent source of protein, and 
it-doesn’t matter whether it is fresh 
or frozen, pickled or smoked or 
tinned. Fish protein contains all the 
essential amino acids needed for 
protein-building in the human body. 
Fish contains the same proportion of 
Protein as meat, and fish is easier to 
digest, 

Best of all for those concemed 
about cholesterol, fish has a special 
type of unsaturated fat that is today 
believed to lower the .cholestero! 
level in the body. “Bating fish is 
important for all of us, but especial- 
ly for those who suffer from high 
blood pressure or heart problems,” 
Dvir says. “Eskimos,” she notes, 

Cat a lot of fish fat, and they don't 
have many heart attacks.”

are eaten bones and all. Herring is 
tich in both calcium and iron, says 
Dvir. although most fish have only 
half the iron content of meat. 

The same factor that makes fish 
quick to cook and easy to digest - 
the case with which its protein 
breaks down -- also makes fish easily 
perishable. Each time fish is defrost- 
ed and refrozen, some of the protein 
breaks down and some of the fat 
oxidizes. The oxidation of fat is 
what gives fish a “fishy” taste, Dvir 
says. 

Goou-quality frozen fish is quick- 
frozen at the source, on board at sea 
rather than on land. It is important 
to avoid defrosting and refreezing 
fish. Dvir recommends starting to 
cook frozen fish when it is still half- 
frozen. If one prefers to defrost the 
fish completely, the defrosting 
should be done slowly in the refrig- 
erator, rather than on a kitchen 
counter. “Don't let the enzymes 
work to break down the protein -- 
they work at room temperature,” 
Dvir counsels. 

There is nothing wrong with buy- 
ing fresh fish and freezing it at home 
for future use, 30 long as this is done 
properly. This means ‘freezing it 
very soon after purchase. Thor- 
oughly clean the fish inside and out, 
before it is frozen rather than after- 
wards, Then it will be ready for 
cooking without a need to defrost 
totally. Raw fish, like raw meat, 
should be well wrapped for the 
freezer. In the absence of commer- 
cial freezer wrappings, one can 
make do with a double layer of clear 
plastic bags, with the air pushed out 
and closed tightly. ᾿ 

For health reasons, Dvir recom- 
mends baking, grilling, steaming or 
boiling (as in a soup) rather than 
frying fish. It soaks up a lot of oil 
when fried, and this is not particu- 
larly desirable from a health 
standpoint. 

Cooked fish can also be frozen, 
Dvir points out. Gefilte fish, in par- 
ticular, freezes well, she says, so it 
may be worthwhile to make a big 
batch and freeze part. If it is frozen 
with the surrounding jelly, however, 
it will have to be reheated and 
cooled after defrosting to reset the 


jelly. 


“TT IS A MYTH to say categorically 
that fish poses more hazards to 
health than meat,” declares Dr. 
Gideon Chassis, director of the vet- 
erinary department within the 
Health Ministry's Department. of 
Public Health. If improperly han-

died. both fish and meut can be dan- 
gerous, he points οὐ. At the same 
time, he concedes thot “fish is mare 
perishable than chicken, and chick- 
en is more perishable than beef -- 
Chassis is ultimately responsible for 
the safety of all three in this country. 

Εἰ is precisely because fish is so 
easily perishable thal the Health 
Ministry is so stringent in supervis- 
ing it, says Chassis. He assumed his 
post nearly 10 years ago, and the 
reputation of fish, particularly fro- 
zen fish, has risen dramatically dur- 
ing that period. 

Before Chassis took over, ship- 
ments of fish were often released 
from port simply on the basis of 
their health papers from abroad. 
Today, each and every container of 
fish is inspected and laboratory-test- 
ed by Israeti Health Ministry offi- 
cials, he told me. This requirement 
is even stricter than that in the Unit- 
ed States, where only one container 
in five must be tested, an interna- 
tional import agent told me. 

One of the first things Chassis did 
was arrange a system of insurance 
for importers to offset the loss of the 
occasional shipment condemned as 
unfit for sale here. Some importing 
countries return fish rejects to their 
countries of origin; in Israel, all con- 
demned fish are destroyed. There 
have been occasional attempts to 
convert fish unfit for humans into 
livestock feed, but this has proved 
either economically unattractive to 
processors or too difficult for the 
authorities to police (to ensure that 
such fish is not sold for human con- 
sumption after all). 

“In our inspections, we check the 
incoming fish at the ports of entry 
first of all from the health stand- 
point,” explains Chassis, “but we 
are also interested to see that the 
public is getting proper value far its 
food money." ᾿ 

Last year, says Chassis, the, au- 
thorities destroyed some 700 tons of 
fish deemed unfit for consumption.

The problem with fish is not so 
much bucterialogical contamination 
us damage to the protein structure, 
Isracli regulations permit a maxi- 
mum protein breakdown described 
in professional terms us being “30 
ny.

The fish muy 
not necessurily be spoiled at this 
point, but if the protein breakdown 
at port arrival is higher than 30): mg.. 
the fish will nut have a geod progno- 
sis for ἃ reasonable shelf-life. Where 
relevant, the ministry tests imported 
fish for mercury levels. 

If frozen fish is properly freezer- 
stored, it can have a good shelf-life 
af up to one year for most varieties, 
but only a half-year for the fattier 
types, including carp, halibut and 
herring (shorter for these because of 
the oxidation of the fat). In accor- 
dance with general Israeli food ta- 
belling regulations, fish that is sold 
pre-packaged in any way is required 
to carry a last-date-of-sale or last- 
date-recommended-for-use. It 
should also state the production 
date, but that can be in code. In 
addition, the label should name the 
type of product, its producer and his 
address. It is up to the producer to 
decide how long a shelf-life to ac- 
cord his product. 


FISH SOLD loose, whether fresh or 
frozen, is nol required to be dated 
or labelled; the food-labelling law 
applies only to “Food Packaged in 
Advance” - i.e., out of the consum- 
er’s sight. Technically, it would be 
almost impossible to require identi- 
fication labelling or dating of un- 
wrapped foodstuffs. As u resule, it is 
sometimes nearly impossible for the 
consumer to know what he is get- 
ting, particularly when it comes to 
meat and fish. 

Chassis recommends buying fish 
only from an established shop, not 
from ἢ street pediar. It cloesn"| mat- 
ter, he says, whether the shop is a 
smalj private one or a large chain. 
The important thing is thal it have a 
fixed address and be under the li- 
censing regulations and health su- 
pri of a local ceo 

ereas the Health Ministry is di- 
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rectly responsible for the inspection 
of imported fish at the ports of entry 
and administratively responsible for 
all fish hygiene matters, it is the 
focal authorities who are direetly re- 
sponsible for inspecting the stares at 
which fish are sold, whether whote- 
sale or retail. They are also the in- 
Spectors of fish in storage wire- 
houses aml in transit. The Health 
Ministry, sys Chassis, tries to sce 
that the local authorities are doing 
their job. 

‘The one type of fish we can be

“The inside 
of the gills are red ur pink when the 
fish is very fresh. Then they turn

Next, lowk at the scales and even 
tun your finger along them, against 
the grain. The fresher the fish, the 
harder it is to remuve the scales. If 
the scales fall off to the touch, the 
fish is spoiled. Push a finger or 
thumd into the Mesh of the fish. If 
fish is Fresh. its flesh is elastic and 
should spring back quickly when 
pressed. If your finger leaves a dent, 
beware. (And if you are tao squea- 
mish to do any of these things, buy 
yuur fish from a shopkeeper whom 
you trust imphieitly or stick ta frozen 
or canned fish, or splurge on a good 
fish restaurant.) 

Sometimes, merchants take off 
the heads and scales, making it 
harder to examine a fish for fresh- 
ness. Chassis notes that spoilage of a 
fish begins along the spinal column. 
If spoilage has started, the flesh will 
separate casily from the bone along 
the spinc. 

Local connoisseurs of fresh fish 
often recommend going down to the 
wharfs — if you live near the coast -- 
and buying fish directly from the 
fishermen. This may be all very 
well, provided you know exactly 
what you're doing. Chassis has his 
doubts, at least when it comes to 
most of the general public. He says 
the consumer might end up buying 
an imported frozen fish that has 
been defrosted to pose as a fresh 
one, in order to fetch a much higher 
price. He says that he has seen a red 
farida (sea bream) of the type which 
comes from the Caribbean sold as 
fresh on a loca! wharf. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, 
which supervises local fishery as well 
as pond-breeding, sees nothing 
wrong with buying fish directly from 
fishermen at the piers — ἃ cummon 
practice the world over. In fact, its 
Fisheries Department would like to 
see organized fishermen’s-wharf 
markets established at al] our major 
fishing ports. 

Perhaps such a solution wauld sat- 
isfy both - the health authorities, 
who would like te sce fish munger- 
ing made hygienic and reliabic, and 
the gourmets, who want fish 
“straight from the sea." But more 
about this next weck in a discussion 
of types of fish, fresh versus frozen, 
the matter of prices and cooking 
suggestions. a

{T IS MURRY who emerges us 
‘Tomalin’s villain, and the photo- 
graph chosen for the hack cover 
saysit all: Katherine looks straight at 
the camera, though her fine eyes are 
shaded by her hat; Murry's glance is 
turned down, inward, elusive, any- 
thing but the strong father-figure 
whom she would have necepted in 
place of the ineffectual lover and 
sometimes treacherous friend he 
turned oul to be. 

Yel for many of their friends, 
especially for D.H. Lawrence and 
his wife Frieda, and for Virginia 
Woolf (for whom Murry was KM's 
incubus), it was Katherine who was 
immeasurably the more attractive, 
perceptive and talented of the two - 
James Joyce noted that Katherine 
was far quicker than her husband to 
understand his Ulysses. 

Murry, in Tomalin’s view, set up 
some often impossible moral stan- 
dards for Katherine in life, thus 
depriving her of the support she so 
badly needed and making her even 
more and more, reluctantly, secre- 
tive and devious. 

After her death, he “boiled her 


literarybones,” using her “litter bas- 
ket" and, presumably, his own 
frustations und guilt, to create — and 
capitalize on -- the myth of a pure, 
faery creature and literary genius. 
That had all too little to do with the 
real KM, and, it is now generally 
agreed, hindered a truce assessment 
of her genuinely considerable merits 
us a literary figure with her own 
place in England's modernist tradi- 
tion. 


TOMALIN IS particularly honest 
and shy of upologetics in tracing the 
scandal of KM’s plagiarism of a 
Chekhov story in her The-Child- 
Who-Was-Tired. (She appends the 
entire Times Literary Supplement 
correspondence on this embarrias- 
sing episode. } 

[τ was Murry’s feared disapproba- 
tion and eondemnation, she sug- 
gests, that led a physically broken 
and spiritually isolated KM to urge 
him (o pay Floryan Sobieniowski 
(who probably infected her with the 
gonorrhoea that was to plague her 
endlessly and exacerbate the TB of 
which she died) for a packet of 
letters which she feared contained 
evidence against her. This was al a 
time when she desperately needed 
money, but Murry's upproval was 
evidently even more vital. We shalt 
never know, for the letters were 
destroyed, but it almost certainly 
was Floryan who introduced her to 
Chekhov's work when they first met 
in Germany. 


THERE ARE many gems in Toma- 
lin's book; unforgettably vivid por- 
traits of now all-but-forgotten liter- 
ary figures working on the plethora 
of “little magazines; clear-ecyed 
glimpses of Bloomsbury and Gars- 
ington and their strange denizens, of 
the Cornish coasts and their literary 
colonies; tively and haunting echoes 
of the endless backbiting, treachery, 
and bitchiness of the self-proclaimed 
literary tions and fionesses. 

But there is also Virginia Woolf's 
painfully moving, utterly sincere tri- 
bute: “I was jealous of her writ- 
ing - the only writing I 
have ever been jealous of...

Perhaps we 
had something in common which | 
shall never find in anyone else...” 
That might well have served as the 
motto for this fine life of a wonder- 
fully individual writer. is) 


A MEDICAL BOOK written for 
the laymen often has the following 
characteristics. Its author announces 
his discovery. of a miraculous treat- 
ment for some common disease that 
his more orthodox colleagues have 
been unable to treat successfully.

INSIDE PRIVATE EYE by Peter 
McKay. London, Fourth Estate. 192

SCANDAL AND GOSSIP have 
been the stock-in-trade of Private 
Eye for more than 25 years, and 
increasing age hus not caused it to 
mellow in the slightest. Last year, its 
long-serving editor, Richard Ing- 
rams, resigned in favour of a re- 
latively unknown newcomer, and 
the resulting public row among 
aggrieved Eve staffers put Lord 
Gnome's organ in the news as a 
subject of sensation for one of the 
few times in its history. 

This rambling but entertaining 
account of the affair, written by one 
of the Eye's contributing journalists, 
gives some idea of why this fortnight- 
ly journal manages to publish ex- 
poses of considerable value that 
other publications are afraid to 
touch, while pursuing vendettas with 
ludicrous zeal against seemingly 
harmless individuals, 

Unlike most publications with 
wide circulations (the Eye sells a 
quarter of a million copies each 
issue). the magazine is very much a 
one-man show. Until [ngrams’ sur- 
prise resignation, he ruled the Eye in 
the manner of a benevolent despot. 
Those journalists he liked were 
given free rein. Those who fell out of 
favour were cast into the outer dark- 
ness. 


IT IS NOT surpsiring that Ingrams’s 
journal reflects his personal likes 
and dislikes in a manner more befit- 
ting the press barons of days gone 
by. It is perhaps more accurate tosay 
that the Eye reflects his dislikes; his 
likes are less well advertised. 

The hate list includes politicians, 
foreigners, homosexuals and pr 
erty developers. The Eye pursues its 
turgets with such intensity that they 
often merely create sympathy for the 
victims. Insensitive journalistic 
vigour oversteps the barriers of pru- 
dence and good taste that muffle 
gocd investigative reporting. 

The problem is that not all the 
Eye's victims are deserving ones. in 
theory, such people have recourse to 
a libet action. In practice, to take the 
Eye to court is an expensive under- 
taking, with no guarantee of success. 
What makes matters warse is the 
cavalier attitude towards such mun- 
dane matters as facts. 

All kinds of unpleasant accusa- 
tions and innuendoes find their way 
into print on the basis of a denuncia- 
tion from someone with a grudge 
who is out for revenge. The Eye has 
been termed a “high-risk” enter 
prise by the courts. Its victims are 
also at risk, bearing in mind the 
journal's influence. 

McKay is friendly towards the 
Eye, if not downright admiring at 
times, but the material he provides 
about the jealousy and backbiting 
that goes on behind the scenes 
among the staff will give its enemies 
something to cheer. 


“The late Labour MP Tom Driberg 
was one of the Eye's contributors in 
its early years: He set an indecent 
crossword puzzle that proved very 
“popular. He was also a homosexual, 
and he once struck up a relationship 


“‘with: a sturdy Scots soldier. Wher 


Driberg’ asked’ why his companiot! 
had become gay, the reply came. 
“Only sissies sleep with women.”

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THE DEATH of a great person is 
always untimely. With Abba Kov- 
ner’s untimely passing this Rosh 
Hashana, Israel is the poorer for a 
foremost poet, a fighter -- both us a 
leader of the partisans of the Vilna 
ghetto and in the Hagana; a man 
who was a human bridge between 
Israel's diaspora past and its national 
present, and a leader, a noble strong 
spirit, a unique conscience. 

Abba Kovner was born in 1918, in 
Sevastopol in the Crimea. His family 
settled in Vilna, and there Kovner 
attended the Hebrew Gymnasium. 
He played a leading part in the 
Zionist youth movement and, short- 
ly before the outbreak of the second 
world war, published his first poem 
ina local Hebrew journal. For those 
vho saw the film Shoah, the fate of 
the Jews of Vilna was mude grimly 
tangible, [n 194} the Germans estab- 
lished the ghetto in Vilna. From 
June to November, the Nazis took 
more than 40,000 Jews out of Vilna, 
saying they were transferring them 
toa labour camp at Ponar, and that 
the rest would go when the camp and 
its factories could absorb them. Dur- 
ing these transports, Kovner, along 
with some other young people, was 
offered refuge in a Dominican con- 
vent. They spent three months dis- 
guised as nuns. Then rumours began 
to reach them of the fate of the 
thousands of people who had been 
transported from Vilna. 

“With growing certainty that all 
the Jews of Europe were to be des- 
troyed, and that the Jews of Vilna 
were only the first in line, Kovner 
left the safety of the convent and 
Treturned to the ghetto." 

In the translator's introduction, 
Shirley Kaufman goes on to relate an 
encounter which Kovner had soon 
after returning to the ghetto; it was 
to scar him for life, haunting and 
inspiring all his subsequent work. In 
November 1941, he met a young girl 
who was a survivor from Ponar, she 
had “crawled up over the butchered 
bodies in the pits at Ponar and made 
her way eight miles through a frozen 
forest back to the Vilna Ghetto." No 
One could believe her story -- 
thousands of Jews lined up, shot, 
and piled high in a pit. But Abba 
Kovner listened to her. He was 
twenty-two years old. He had 
already lost his first love at Ponar 
and would soon lose his mother. He 
wrote the first Jewish call to arms in 
the Vilna ghetto, a pathetic call since 
the Jews there had no arms or 
ammunition. Kovner .became the 
leader of the fighting resistance, and 
he and others began to take whoever 
could walk or crawl out through the 
sewers into the forest. Only a few 
hundred survived. After that, Kov- 
ner organized the first group of the

was arrested by the British, impris- 
oned in Cairo, and finally brought to 
Palestine (through the Suez canal 
and via Sinai) handcuffed in a milit- 
ary escort. Imprisoned in Jerusalem, 
he was eventually freed by the Haga- 
na. After “48, from Kibbutz Ein 
Hahoresh, in the Jezree! Valley, 
where he settled, Kovner could at 
last resume writing. In a career span- 
ning almost 40 years, he has pub- 
lished fiction. essays and ten 
volumes of poetry, which have won 
him an international reputation. in 
1970 he was awarded the Israel Prize 
for Literature. 


THE POEMS in this collection span 
twenty years, from 1965 to 1985, and 
they have been carefully chosen with 
the aim of bringing together, in En- 
glish, Kovner's most representative 
work. All his major works are repre- 
sented here: From All The Loves, 
My Little Sister, A Canopy in The 
Desert, Observations, and To. In- 
cluded, also, are uncollected poems 
written shortly before his death. 


Shirley Kaufman, both an Amer- 
ican poet and very much a Jerusitem 
poet, is herself well-known us the 
author of five volumes of poctry, of 
which the most recent are From One 
Life To Another and Claims. She 
began translating Kovner before 
moving to Jerusalem in 1973. 

Of all the sequences offered in this 
collection, what Kevner may prove 
to be best remembered for is his long 
poem My Little Sister, which grew 
out of the convent period, and 
brought to n pivot his experience of 
Judaism in a Christian diaspora, of 
danger and death side by side with 
refuge and security. As Shirley 
Kaufman writes in the introduction, 
it was to take Kovner twenty years 
before he could transform thit ex- 
perience into art. ‘The image that 
seems [0 focus all this for Kovner is 
his confrontation with the half-dead, 
half-crazed girl from the mass grave 
at Ponar. Her face haunts every line 
he writes. She appears in poent after 
poem as daughter, sister, my love, 
you; never by name.” 

Of this poem, Kovner himself 
wrote “I charged it with what were 
perhaps my most intimate associa- 
tions to the experience of the Holo- 
caust, and yet it became the poem 
best understood hy my readers...It 
was much more to me than the 
testimony of a victim, than an indi- 
vidual tragedy.”

THEN THERE'S Roger Bruns's 
biography of Ben Reitman, “Chica- 
gu's Celebrated Social Reformer, 
Hobo King, and Whorehouse Physi- 
cian.” The razzamatazz (from the 
jacket) accurately reflects the tone 
of this account of Reitman’s life, 
Bor in Minnesota in 1879 of immig- 
rant Jewish parents, and something 
of a lifelong anti-Semite, in his teens 
Reitman took to riding the rails. 
Later he married, and then aban- 
doned his wife and child, became a 
doctor but still revelled in a life of 
unrespectubility on the seamy side of 
Chicago. Despised by the rest of her 
radical retinue, he served for a de- 
cade as Emma Goldman's tour man- 
ager and lover. 

As though it were a serious issue, 
Bruns repeatedly argues that Reit- 
man had a good heart, and cared 
about the hobos, hoodlums and 
whores he treated and associated 
with. Bruns obviously does have a 
good heart; he enthusiastically 
quotes maudlin stanzas by Harry 
Kemp, “the Tramp Poet,” (“Dogs 
tore at my clothes, and in woeful 
pana many a back door for my 
ood I pled..."*) more than once! In 
fact, it is the aberrations of the larger 
social scene — Wobblies, Billy Sun- 
day, the Ludlow miners massacre, 
the Hobo College — that provide the 
book's main interest. Despite the 
author’s efforts to reify a Reitman 
worth writing about, his subject ob- 
stinately remains hammy and super- 
ficial, even on the radical scene an 
erotic footnote rather than an over- 
looked figure of significance.

ment or the ministry, This monster 
has made several gencrations of 
children -- not to mention their par- 
ents — utterly wretched and I have 
heard a number of theories ad- 
vanced to explain her bizarre 
conduct. 

Gradually, however, I have come 
to the conclusion, despite Professor 
Freud’s interesting theories, that 
her coiffure is to blame.

THE ORIGINAL of Captain

and Fall who somehow managed to 
be both a bugger and a bigamist at 
One and the same time, was an usher 
named Young (no connection with 
the young man named Usher in the 
Previous paragraph) who taught 
with the novelist at Arnold House, 
Liandullas, in 1925. 

Within a few days of his arrival, 
Young tried to sell Waugh a revolv- 
er. Drunk, he confessed — according 
to Waugh's Diaries -- that he had 
been “expelled from Wellington, 
sent down from Oxford and forced 
to resign his commission in the 
army.” He had left four schools pre- 
Cipitately, Waugh noted, “three in 
the middle of term through being 
taken in sodomy and one through 
being drunk six nights in succession. 
And yet he goes on getting better 
and better jobs without difficulty.” 

‘These are by no means isolated 
examples of conduct unbecoming. 
Tn two coltections of prep school 
reminiscences by former pupils edit-

HEADMISTRESSES were, by all 
accounts, even odder thon their 
male counterparts, one famous 
dragon proudly claiming descent 
from one of the murderers of St. 
Thomas ἃ Becket. For some reason, 
their fearsome physical attributes 
seem to have made an indelible im- 
pression on their young charges; 
one, unusually in the days before 
World War II, “eschewed the wear- 
ing of a brassiere” and on onc memo- 
rable ‘occusion she “leaned back, 
stretched and admired the view" out 
of the study window. “ 'Oh girls, 
she said, ‘look at the titsl' Such was 
the coarsening of the young ladies 
by then," adds Arthur Marshall's 
informant, “that they did not imme- 
diately look at the bird-table." 

That was hardly sufficient justifi- 
cation, one feels, for her calling the 
girls -- following some minor infrac- 
tion ~ “second-class whores." One 
parent pip rept bitterly when in- 
formed of this rude calumny, “With 
all the money we've laid out,” she 
protested, “they should be first- 
class by now.” 

When one of 
these prep schools, housed in a 
stately pile in the Home Counties, 
closed its gates for the last time, it 
was bought by Victor Lowndes who 
romptly converted it into a Train- 
ing Centre for his Playboy Club 
Bunnies.

A MORE FREQUENT probiem, 
however, was unworldliness carried 
to extremes. When one of the 
housemaids gave birth in the middle 
of the night at one well-known prep 
school, it transpired that neither the 
headmistress, the housemistress, 
the matron, the housekeeper nor 
any of the teaching staff had ob- 
served that anything was amiss.

] wonder what report she gave on 
Mr. Usher. Where, the journal of 
the Cambridge-based Advisory 
Centre for Education, suggested a 
few years ago that pupils should give 
mid-term reports on their teachers 
in order to help parents ussess how 
well various subjects were taught. ft 
would help to interpret school re- 
ports which ought to be a valuable 
working tool for parents, teuchers 
and children alike. Ail too often, 
however, they fail to give sufficient 
information; when told “We are du- 
ing A Midsummer Night's Dream 
and he is Bottom in that as well," it 
would help a great deal to know 
whether the top of the class is some 
sort of genius, merely average or as 
thick as two planks. The usual 
school report, moreover, is londed 
with clichés (“Her science is spoiled 
by dirty drawings"), does not invite 
any feedback from parents, betrays 
the fact that the teacher hardly 
knows the child and, even worse, is 
hopelessly wide of the mark in as- 
sessing potential. 

Even pure genius is overlooked, 
many teachers apparently believing 
that if a pupil is destined to go dawn 
in history, he will go down in geog- 
raphy and maths, too. Einstein was 
described as “showing no promise,” 
Edison was called “addied" by his 
teacher while his headmaster help- 
fully added that he “would never 
make a success of anything.” Verdi 
was “certain to prove mediocre" 
and Zola once failed to get a single 
mark for French composition. 

Yet some reports, it has to be 
admitted, are wickedly accurate. 
Godfrey Smith, the Sunday Times 
veteran, once confessed that he had 
thoroughly deserved the comment 
“Four out of 100, effortlessly 
achieved,” while Jilly Cooper, the 
jolly-super writer, sportingly accept- 
ed her headmistress’s verdict that 
she “had set herself an extremely 
low standard, which she had failed 
to maintain.” A
